Lhis is the good ship CHRISTMAS SEAL, bought by 
the Newfoundland Tuberculosis Association with Christm:s 
Seal funds, Staffed and equipped to give chest X-rays, it visits 
the outports stretched along the rugged coast. It flies a flay 
with the double-barred cross on it, the world-wide emblem of 
the fight against tuberculosis. The same red, double-barved 
cross is painted several places on the ship, When it arrives at 
a fishing village the whole community turns out to get chest 
X-rays, for the people of the tenth province consider tuber- 
culosis their greatest health problem. Tuberculosis prevention 
covers such a wide field that the variety of ways in which 
Christmas Seal funds are spent is great, but it is believed that 
Newfoundland is the first place in the world where the funds 
went to sea to fight tuberculosis,

britain, They were 
anncunced recentiy to the Prehis- 
luric pociety by the archaeological 
expert, Dr, Grahame Clark, who de- 
sericed these linds as thrilling. He 
suid that What is believed to be 
the richest mesolithic sites in 
soruiwest Europe has been un- 
eartied in britain, It has revealed 
Valuable information on that per- 
lod vi the Stone Age when Britain 
iirst became separated trom Europe 
some 10,000 years ago. Barbed 
points like harpoons, snaped from 
aeer antlers, and many other relics 
of the primitive life of that time 
have been tound. During the past 
quarier century isolated and scat- 
tered traces of those who lived in 
Britin in the years following the 
great lee Age have been found, 
but no such complete collection 
of telies has yet been discovered 
there, Six feet below the surface 
a layer of branches and brush: 
wood Was uncovered which had 
evidenty tormed the rough flooring 
for a prehistoric Camp, Axes, scrap- 
ers, amber ornaments and stone 
beads were unearthed in addition 
to the harpoons, All were in a re- 
markable state of preservation al- 
though they had been buried for 
10,000 years. Much research still 
remains to be done, But it is con- 
sidered by experts that these relies 
will do much to extend the world's 
kno\.ledge of how life was lived 
by the original British Islanders,

operated on a 5% to 8 mill rate 
and at that time the boys and 
sirls who received a rural school 
education went out into the world 
ind made good, 

Compare that rate with the pres- 
ent one of 23% mills. One may 
well ask what is the cause of the 
increase, 

Let us look at some of the reas- 

}ons: 
First, the high rate of pay for 
|the teachers and their everlasting 
|demands for higher pay, pension 
| funds, shorter hours, ete, It is no- 
lticeable to all, They keep every 
holiday, Saturdays and Sundays, 
time off to attend conventions of 
their own arranging. They also 
seem to be able to attend these 
conventions regardless of where 
they are held. 

Second, the transportation of the 
children to town schools. 

Third, the expensive way of re- 


pairs to schools, Trucks to haul 
men and material (men by the 
way Who never seem to be in a 


hurry) to do small jobs that were 
done by the trustees with little or 
no thought of pay when each 
chool was a separate unit. And so 
one may continue, 

So let us attend the meetings 
ind at least express our opinion 
of a system which was forced on 
| us by a government against the 
expressed opinion of the majority.

EDUCATION DEMANDS MORE CLASS ROOMS 


At the arnual meetings of the sub-divisions of the 
Oids Sschceol Livision being held during the early part 
cf December the advisability of building a new schoo! 
ct Didskury and cnother at Cars‘airs will be discussed, 
along with cther important matters of financing the 
schools which the Depariment of Education has so far 
left up to the taxpayer. 

There appears to be some oppesiltion to the build- 
ing of new schools in this arca, but the opposition has 
not stated just how the rrany rew pupils are to be ac- 
commedated without new buildings. At the present 
time in Didsbury the schools are overcrowded. Within 
the rext year new pupils cannot be admitted to our 
schools in town unless buildings are made available 
to hceuse ‘hem. Should these buildings not be available 
the Bonrd of Trustees will no doubt have to decide just | 
who will attend school and who will stay home or go 
elsewhere for an education. 

This is an alarming situation, but one which is 
toking place all over the North American continent, 
and since advanced education is a demand on our 
present form of civilizaiion we must face the facts. 

The Beard o! the Olds School Division recoqnizes 
the need for edditional buildings, but it does not want 
to create a dcbt which will be a burden to the taxpay- 
ers. Any creat increase in taxation, therefore, is out of 
the question. However, if some additional aid could be 
secured from the Department of Education in the way 
of additional grants, lower interest rates on borrowed 
money, or in some ciher form, it is quite possible that 
new schools could be built to accommodate the pupils. 

This is the matter for discussion at the annual 
meetings of the various sub-divisions of the Olds 
School Division, and that is why the meetings should 
be largely attencled and the ratepayers come prepared 
with any suggestions which might help the Board to 
come to a satisfactory conclusion on the school ques- 
tion.

WE HAVE NO CHOICE 


Announcement that Russia has the atom bomb 
and V-2 rocket bases ringing Europe brought more 
editorial comment than anything since the atom bomb 
itself.

2. Or there must be international control of atomic 
weapons. 

Nearly all, however, missed one vital point. They

C.) Sunday Stor’ points out, “choice is severely limit- 
ed.’ Control depends, rot on us, but on Russia's wil- 
lingness to submit to international inspection of which 
there seems to be small hope. 

It may be, cis the Kremlin claims, that they do not 
trust us. But it is clear they do not like us. 

The Russians, therefore, will hold to their own 
aims, refusing all controls that might obstruct them un- 
less some other nation finds and follows out an aim 
fulfilling all the deepest aspirations of the Russian 
people in a way the Marxist ideology can't even pro- 
mise. This is actually the only way the Western World 
could ever end the overhanging threat of devastation. 
But is it realistic? Is it possible? Do we still have a 
chance? Not without vast underlying change in our

|'HOG MARKETS HOLD UP TREND 


The upward trend of hog market- 
ings which was apparent in July 
and accelerated in August was 
even more noticeable in the month 
of September.

For the whole third quarter of 
this year marketings in Western 
Canada were still in a minus posi- 
tion of 14.7 per cent, but this com- 
pares favourably with the second 
quarter which was nearly 31 per 
cent below that quarter of 1948. 


The accumulated result for 1949 
to the end of September, leaves the 
East 10 per cent below last year 
and the West down 36 per cent or 
an average for Canada of 20 per 
cent below last year at the same 
date.
